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The applicant argues that the belts do not prevent air from passing from one drying facility to 
another. The examiner disagrees. The belt does in fact "prevent" air from passing from one 
drying facility to another. "Prevent" is defined as to hinder or stop and the belts perform this 
function. The argument concerning exhaust flow does not appear to be particularly relevant. 
Although, additional exhaust positions at the positions specified (side bottom and top) would 
also prevent the flow of gas as claimed. 

Examination on the merits has ended. It should be kept in mind that applicant cannot, as 
a matter of right, amend any finally rejected claims or add new claims after a final rejection (37 
CFR 1.1 16).
